MINISTRY OF IRRIGATION AND POWER 

RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 28 th April 1961 

No. E.7/7/01-GB.— The Government of India, in consulta- 
tion with the Government of West Bengal, have decided to 
set up a Control Board for the Project for the Preservation 
of the Port of Calcutta (alternatively called the Farakka 
Barrage, or the Ganga Barrage Project, but hereinafter called 
the Farakka Barrage Project) to ensure efficient, economical 
and early execution of the Project on the following terms:— 

Const itution of tiie Farakka Barrage Control Board 

With a view to ensure efficient, economical and early execu- 
tion of the Farakka Barrage Project, the Government of India 
in consultation with the State Government of West Bengal 
agree to set up a Farakka Barrage Control Board as described 
below. The Control Board will be in overall charge of the 
Project, including its technical and financial aspects, under the 
general supervision of tire Government of India in the Ministry 
of Irrigation and Power. The actual work of construction 
will be carried out by ibe Chief Engineer, Farakka Barrage 
Project, who will be a full time officer. 

2. Powers will be delegated to the Chief Engineer, Farakka 
Barrage Project and such other officers as may be concerned, 
to contract for works, supplies and services at the direction 
of the Control Board, such contracts to be executed as on 
behalf of the Government of India, 

3. Tile Farakka Barrage Control Board will consist of the 
following:— 

Chairman 

(1) Deputy Minister of Irrigation and Power, Government 

of India, 

Members 

(2) Minister for Irrigation 8c Waterways, Government of 

West Bengal. 

(3) Secretary to the Government of India, Ministry of 
Irrigation 8c Power (or his representative). 

(4) Secretary to the Government of India, Ministry of 
Transport 8c Communications, Department of Trans- 
port (or his representative). 

15) Secretary to the Government of West Bengal, Irriga- 
tion & Waterways Department. 

(6) Chairman, Commissioners for the Port of Calcutta, 

(7) Additional Member (Works), Ministry of Railway* 
(Railway Board). 
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(8) Joint Secretary to the Government o£ India, Ministry 
of Finance, Department of Expenditure ' (or his 
representative), 

(9) Development Adviser and ex-officio Joint Secretary to 
the Government of India, Ministry of Transport and 
Communications, Department of Transport, 

(10) Chief Engineer, Farakka Barrage Project (when 
appointed). 

Membcr-bccreLtry 

(II) Chief Engineer and ex-officio Joint Sccretaty to the 
Government of India, Ministry of Irrigation and 
Power, 

• 4. (i) The Board's office will be at New Delhi. 

(ii) The Board will be assisted by a whole-time Deputy 
Secretary, a Financial Adviser and such other staff as may be 
•considered necessary, The Deputy Secretary, Financial 
Adviser and other staff will be appointed by the Government 

• of India on the recommendation ql the Board. 

(iii) The Board shall have the power to invite to its meet- 
ings such other officers as it may consider necessary. 

5. In particular and without prejudice to the generality of 
< the provisions above, the Farakka Barrage Control Board shall 

(i) scrutinise the estimates of the Project, advise necessary 
modifications and recommended the estimate for 
administrative approval of the Government of India; 

(11) examine and decide ail proposals for preparation of 
designs and for obtaining expert advice; 

(iii) examine and approve from time to time the delega- 
tion of such powers, both technical and financial, as 
it may deem necessary, for the efficient execution of 
the Project to the Chief Engineer and other Officers 
concerned with the execution of the Project. 

(iv) examine and, where necessary lay down specifications 

and schedule of rates for various classes of work with 
a view to sound and efficient execution of the 
Project; 

(v) approve all sub-estimates and contracts, the cojt of 

which exceeds the powers of sanction of the Chief 
Engineer; 

(vi) approve all proposals for award of work or supplies 

on contract, which are beyond the powers of the 
Chief Engineer of the Project. 

(vii) frame rules as to delegation of powers and procedure 

for the purposes of carrying out its business; 


(viii) decide the programme of construction of different 
parts of the Project keeping in view the funds avail- 
able, the economics of the Project and the desirability 
of obtaining quick results; 

(ix) decide on the withdrawals of water from thw pond 

during the construction period for the preservation 
of the Bhaglrathi, Hooghly and the Port of Calcutta 
and the reduction of salinity of the city water supply 
with a view to securing tne best use of the water 
available; 

(x) receive such progress reports as it may prescribe both 

as to works and expenditure in the prescribed form 
from the Chief Engineer and other officers, review the 
progress of different units of the Project and lay 
down steps to be taken to expedite the work; 

(xi) fix responsibility and recommend suitable disciplinary 

action in the case of the officers of the Project. 

6. The Board will frame its Rules of Business.
